THE SODALITY 


“Ad Jesum per Mariam”, the motto of the Sodality summarizes 
the entire program of this world-wide organization. The three-fold 
aim of the Sodality, namely personal sanctification, apostolic works 
to help others, and the defense of the Church, challenges all Sodalists 
to a rather extensive program. 

To live up to the first aim, every Sodalist is asked to perform 
various daily obligations, which, when diligently adhered to, add 
greatly to his character. These important obligations include: recita- 
tion of the Rosary, mental prayer, visit to the Blessed Sacrament, 
examination of conscience, spiritual reading, and Daily Mass and 
Communion, if possible. 

Many organized projects, both in the school and the community, 
afford the Sodalist an opportunity to exercise his apostolic zeal to 
bring others closer to Jesus through Mary.

THE MISSIONS 


Although Aquinas is nationally noted for its successful football teams 
and magazine drives, the most far-reaching and all-inclusive school activity 
is the Aquinas Mission Crusade.
